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Paying For Higher Education 


HO is going to furnish the money that apparently jnust be 


added to college incomes if the quality of instruction is to 


be maintained at its present level or improved? 


The Institute for Public Service, after a survey of 300 


American institutions of higher learning, discovers that despite 
the drives for salary funds of the last three years the college 
teacher in America is at present still badly underpaid. 
At 


eighteen colleges a full professor gets less than $2,000. 
The 


lower grades of teachers are, of course, scaled down, instructors 
getting in cases less than $1,000 a year. 


As the institute points out, a full professor on $2>000 can- 


not grow intellectually as he should, and more money must be 
obtained for him if the quality of instruction is not to deterior- 
ate. 


The institute suggests higher tuition fees, with a provision 


for loaning to those unable to pay tuition. There is meat in this 
suggestion, but there is also a possible evil in it, for it tends to 
restrict college attendance to those with a certain amount of 
money. 
The many state universities today operating with 


nominal fees will especially open themselves to criticism if they 
do not evolve some more democratic means of meeting their sal-
